RICHMOND, Va., October 7 — Ala- 
bama health authorities have been 
among those of many states who have 
offered suggestions and aid to' the Vir- 
ginia State Board of Health In the 
drafting of its proposed milk ordi- 
nance. according to C- R. Keiley, di- 
rector of publicity 'for the board. 
Last week Alabama sent Leslie C. 
Frank, of the State Board of Health, 
to Richmond where he outlined at 
length the working principles of the 
ordinance now in effect in that State 
where remarkable strides have been 
made during the past two years in the 
standardization and marketing of milk 
and dairy products. Mr. Frank came 
at the instance of S. "W*. Welch, state 
health" officer of Alabama. 


Solves Milk Problem. 


Here are some of the views Dr- 
Welch holds and which Mr. Frank en- 
larged 
upon:" "We have 
had the 
standard milk ordinance in 'operation 
in Alabama now for two years next 
November. To my mind, it is the so- 
lution of the milk problem from the 
angle of the health officer, the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. In towns of 
less than ten thousand we do not in- 
sist on pasteurization- 
My feeling is 
that grade A raw milk, according to 
the standard set by this ordinance is 
just as bood as. certified milk from a 
health standpoint.

As a result, he added, Amer- 
ican labor leads the world. 
Public 
utility companies. Mr. Carver said, 
are surpassing all businesses'in the 
employe and 
customer ownership 


movement. 


"The joint stock form of business 
organization was not designed pri- 
marily for the benefit of manual 
workers, but it would not have been 
much different frorii what it now is 
if it had." 
Mr. Carver declared- 
"Neither state socialism, guild so- 
cialism, sovietism, -nor the ordinary 
co-operative society presents a plan 
of organization so well suited to the 
needs of workers who desire to own 
their own plants,, as does the joint 
stock corporation. 


"Public service corporations show 
a higher tendency than any "other 
single class toward employe owner- 
ship. One reason for this is probably 
because in no other class of business 
does the ill-will of the public prove 
go dangerous. 


"The politician, from his aerial 
lookout, is always watching for evi- 
dences of popular disrpntent. 
In the 
case of public service corporations 
he has^ peculiar hold upon the busi- 
ness 
In a democracy we cannot get 


rid of the politician. 
The only al- 
ternative is. so far 
*s possible, ..o 
substitute resident ownership for ab- 
sentee ownership. 


"The form of resident ownership 


which Is most disconcerting to the 
politician is that which is known as 
employe and customer 
ownership. 
When the employes of a. traction 
company own a large part of the 
ousiness. the politician cannot ap- 
peal to the feeling between capital 
and labor, because the laborers are 
their own capitalists. If there were 
no other reason in favor of employe 
ownership, this would be sufficient 
to justify it. 
Customer ownership 


in other cases, such as telephone 
companies, accomplishes the eame 
purpose. 
"The attempt to combine employe 


with customer ownership may have 
its difficulties. 
The interests of cus- 
tomers and employes are sometimes 
in conflict. This may lead to com- 
plications and stimulate party poli- 
tics among the shareholders. but we 
may well run the risk of this if we 
can only avoid the menace of that 
bane of every constructive business, 
the cheap politician." 


Labor gradually is learning that 


increased capital means increased la- 
bor- Mr. Carver declared, and the old 
type of "slugging" labor leader is dis- 
appearing.

these trusts

been organized. 


They are holding corporations whose 
only business is the acquiring of se- 
curities, either stocks or bon:K and 
issuing against these securities the 
corporation'* ow n obligations Gen- 
eraly these obligations are available 
in small denominations so that 
the 


investor with limited mean t may pur- 
chase them 


So far 
in this 
country most of 
these trusts have confined their in- 
vestments to one class of securities, 
such as electric light and power com- 
panies, railroads. 
chain 
stores or 


some other one Industrv. On the oth- 
er side the diversification is carried 
a step further and stocks of different 
industries are hMd by the parsnt or- 
ganization giving added strength to 
its own securities 
This is the tr.ore 
conservative course 
and even*ually 


will probably be adopted in A nurica 


Now it should 
be clearly undpr- 


stood that while this dive-aification 
does decrease risk it dof"5 nit ehmin 
ate it entirely 
Certainly that is the 


cfse -w]-|3n the securities lield in 
trust represent only one kind >f busi- 
ness 
Nor does it elimn ite the na- 


tural market movements whicii fol 
low upon changes in money rates or 
in the progress of indus rv gei-erallj 
from prosperity to depression and the 
reverse 
Nevertheless 
these trusts 
hav a propei place in the investment 
world and if wisely or?ani7ed and 
efficiently managed offei id vantages 
to certain investors which thev could 
not otherwise obtain 


Careful attention should be given 
to two points before making commit 
ments in this field 
One 13 ibe pr'ce 
at -which the investment fust offers 
its de-ventures • This price should 
represent the cost of one block of the 
combined stocks or bonds on which 
it is a lien plus compensation for the 
trustee and a reasonable profit for 
the promoters 
The other point is 
the matter of a market for the trust 
debentures 
That should be -well es- 
tablished otherwise the safety of the 
entire plan is imperiled
